THE SENATOR'S OPINION. 


Dolph, of Oregon, Says the Lodge Bill Will 
Not Bo Passed. 

Ricumonp, Va., November 19.—[Special.]-- 
United States Senator Joseph N. Dolph, of 
Oregon, who came down from Washington to 
attend the Masonic Scottish Rite retinion, 
which closed last night with a grand banquet, 
returned to the national capital this afternoon. 
I had a pleasant chat with him just as he was 
about to board the north-bound train. 

Mr. Dolph is a republican, serving his second 
term in the senate. He is a lawyer by profes- 
sion, and was Henry Villard’s representative 
in Uregon, being vice president or director of 
all the Villard lines. The conversation 
naturally drifted to politica! matters, and I 
asked the senator if he thought Lodge’s election 
bill would pass the senate. He said it 
would not. He seemed to be quite decided on 
that point. He said the reapportionment bill 
would probably be the measure of most ab- 
sorbing interest in congress this winter. He 
thought the house was too large and unwieldy 
now, but he could not say what sort of a bill 
would pass. The senate would be apt to con- 
cur in whatever the house decided was best. 

When asked if Mr. Blaine would be the re- 
publican nominee in 1892, Senator Dolph said 
that was too hard a question to answer. He 
said he would rather guess on the question of 
the democratic nomination. Although he 
could only narrow that down to two—Cloveland 
or Hill. He thought it would be ome or the other. 
He had long been a personal friend of Hill. 
The two read law together in New York. He 
spoke of Hill as a man of great political 
shrewdness and of decided ability. The sen- 
ator is a very fine looking man, tall and well 
proportioned, with a heavy iron-gray beard.

The Demand for the Lymph So Great 
that the Supply Is Exhausted—For- 
eign News Generally.

To- 
morrow’s number of The German Medical 
Weekly will contain an article signed by 
Drs. Bergmann, Fraentzel and! William 
and Staff Surgeon Moehl, 
in™- Which they deciare, after ex- 
periments in many different cases, they are 
prepared to fully endorse Professor Koch’s 
statement regarding his remedy. 

Some of the evening papers warn the public 
against the illusions entertained by many re- 

ding the efficacy of Koch's remedy. They 
also complain that the stook of lymph is being 
exhausted, 

The Tageblatt says that Koch’s procedure so 
far is open to severe criticism, because he has 
only given his lymph to a few collabo- 
raters whom he could thoroughly trust 
to follow his instructions, while great scientific 
establishments and hospitals are excluded from 
the benefits of the discovery. 

The Tageblatt considers that'dissatisfaction 
among medical men and many patients who 

nxieus .tosubmit to treatmentis quite 
justified ‘and declares that the present .ar- 
fangements must be altered. 

The demand for Dr. Koch’s syringes is so 
great that manufacturers are unable to fill all 
their orders. 

Professor Koch asserts that the recurrence 
of tuberculosis after treatment by his method

Professor Koch Describes iis Cnre for 

Consumption. 

BERLIN, November 14.—The article by 
Professor Koch in this week’s number of The 
Deutsche Medicinische Wochenschrift, a Ger- 
man medical weekly, is entitled: 
Communications on the Cure’ of Tuberculosis 


Surgeon Pruhl Performed Relating 
Thereto, Under Professor Koaeth’s Direction.” 
In this article Professor Kogh says he is, as 
yet, unprepared to indi®ate the source 
from which the Curative matter 
is derived. Neither * is he ready 
to explain the metho@° of prepara- 
tion. The reason he gives is that 
the experimental work has not yet 
been brought to completion. He states, how- 
ever, that the curative lymph itself can now 
be obtained from Dr. Libbertz, whose address 
is No. 28 Lueneburgetstrasse, Berlin. The 
lymph is described as consisting of a brownish 
transparent gp vee It is so gg as to be 
proof against deterioration. When, however, 
it is diluted with water to the necessary de- 
gree for use. the matter is liable todecay. It 
is necessary, therefore, that the attenuations 
should be perfectly sterilized by heat and pre- 
served in wadding covering or prepared with a 


ect. 
nbcutane ‘by means of a valve- 
mended by Professor Koch is one furnished 
with a small hollow rubber ball. This syr- 
inge approved itself to him during his 
bacteriological experiments. Its merit . is 
that it can be easily and surely _ ftinsed 
with absolute alcohol and kept in a perfectly 
aseptic condition. In thousands of cases, he 
says, where it has been used for subcutaneous 
injections, not a single abcess resulted. 

When the curative matteris applied toa 
patient the usual course is to injectit under 
the skin of the back, between the shoulder 
blades, andin proximity to the loins. The 
experiments show that human beings are 
much more susceptible to the effect of the 
new substance than are guinea pigs, which 
have been largely used in the course of the 
investigations. Two cubic centimeters ef the 


" fiuid applied to a guinea pig procured little, 


if ‘any, apparent effect. Twenty-five hun- 
dredths of a cubic centimeter, however, in- 
tensely affected a healthy, full-grown man 
who was subjected to experiment. 
THE EFFECTS DESCRIBED. 

Professor Koch experimented with the fluid 
upon his own body and describes the effect. 
He injected 25-100 of a cubic centimeter of the 
fiuid under the skin of his upper arm Three 
or four hours after this injection was made he 
experienced a contraction of the limbs and a 
marked feeling of lassitude. At the same 
time he felt a desire to cough, together with 
difficulty of breathing. These § symp- 
toms increased rapidly, and in the fifth 
hour he experienced an unusually 
violent rigor. The shivering lasted for 
nearly an hour and was accompanied with 
nausea and vomiting. ‘The temperature of his 
body .rose to 59.6 Celsius. After a period 
of twelve hours the symptoms began to abate, 
the temperature of the body declined, and on 
the following day resumed its normal degree. 
The heaviness of the limbs and the feeling of 
lassitude, however, continued for some days, 
during which time the point on his arm 
at which the injection was made, continued to 
be painful and remained red. The 
experiments so far conducted show. that 
the lowest limit of effective strength of 
the fiuid in a healthy human body 
is one-hundreth of a cubic centimeter. When 
this amount is applied to a human subject 
it produces littl or no _ reaction. 
The same result follows when the 
fluid of thts strengthis applied to diseased 
persons who are suffering from other than 
tuberculous affections, but in persons affected 
with tuberculosis the same quantity produces 
a strong, general and local reaction. The gen- 
eral reaction consists of an attack of fever, 
which usually begins with shivering, the temp- 
erature of the body rises to over thirty-nine, 
and in some instances even to forty-one 
Celsius. At the same time pains in the limbs 
are noticeable. The patient coughs, experi- 
ences much irritation and great exhaustion. 
Some patients also suffer nauseaand vomiting. 


In some cases there is noticed a slight icteric 


(jaundice-like) coloring, or exanthema _re- 
sembling measles on the chest or neck. The 
eyinptoms just described begin to manifest 
themselves four or five hours after the injec- 
tion of the curative substance. They last 
from twelve to fifteen hours. The patient is 


-not much affected by the attack induced by 
the fluid, and, after it is over, feels compara-* 


tively well—even better, in fact, than before 
the injection. 
THE SECOND REACTION. 

The second, or local, reaction produced by 
the injection of the fluid in a patient suffering 
from tuberculosis can best be observed in per- 
sons whose tuberculous affections are visible, 
as, for instance, in the case of persons suffer- 
ing from lupus. The.changes which ensue 
in these cases show in a S8irprising manner the 
specifically anti-tuberculous effect of the rem- 
edy. Within a few hours after an in- 
jection of the fluid has been made 
under the skin of the back the lupns sores 
begin to swell and redden. During the 
fever the patient experiences as already 
described, the swelling and reddening of the 
sores increase until finally the lupus tissues 
assume in places a dark-brown tint and a ne- 
erotic condition. After the subsidence of the 
fever the swelling of the Inpus sores gradually 
decreased and possibly disap altogether 
within two or three days. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, the lupus centres have become covered 
with an incrustation, formed by exuding

serum, which dries up as it reaches the air. 
These incrustations gradually form into scales, 
which fall off after two or three weeks. 

In some instances the effect just described 
is produced after a single injection of the 
curative matter, when a red, smooth scar i$ 
left. These changes are absolutely limited 
in extent to such portions of the skin as are 
clearly recognized as lupus. In juberculosis 
ofthe lvmphatic glands, bone afticulations, 
etc., tllese local reactions are less striking, but 
are still clearly perceptible to the eye and 
touch. In these cases there is swelling of the 
parts affected and more pain than }upus pa- 
tients suffer, while im the parts adjacent tothe 
diseased centers the surfage also becomes red. 
The reaction produced in the internal organs, 
especially the lungs, when the curative sub- 
stance is injected is not, of course, open to ob- 
servation apart from ge increased expectora- 
tion and cough, ” 

WHAT EXPERJMENTS PROVE. 

In all the experiments after the first injec- 
tions, if any tuberculous process existed in the 
body, the appearances already described super- 
vened.. Absolutely no exception was noted 
whenever a dose amounting to one-hundredth 
part of a cubic centimetre of the substance had 
been applied. One may assert with confidence, 
therefore. that the remedy may be consid- 
ered an indispensable "xan d to diagnosis 
and, in doubtful c cipient phthisis can 
positively be diagnoBed by its use, if posi- 
tive information of the nature of the disease 
caunot be obtained by the discovery of ba- 
eflli, or elastic fibres in the sputum, or by a 
physical examination. 

Tuberculuous affections of the glands, latent 
tuberculosis of the bones, doubtful skin tuber- 
culosis,etc., can by the use of this tinid be easily 
and certainly diagnosed. Moreover, in cases 
of lung or joint tuberculosis which has ap- 
parently passed off, it will be possible, by the 
use of the new substance, to ascertain with 
certainty whether the morbid process is really 
and absolutely ended. 

Professor Koch expresses the belief that his 
remedy will cettainly prove a cure for incipi- 
ent phthisis. Whether, however, the cure 
will final and definite has not, he says, been 
clearly proved. Further experiments and 
continued use of the remedy will be necessary 
to determine this question. ’ 

The curative properties of the new remedy, 
Professor Koch declares, are of still greater 
importance for diagnosis. What the fluid 
kills is not the tubereular bacillus, but the 
tubercular tissue. This fact indicates the well- 
defined limits which the etticacy of the rem- 
edy will be able toreach. In other words, it

The fact that the remedy causes decay only 
of tuberculous tissues, affecting exclusively 
living tissues, explains why the curative fluid 
may be applied in rapidly increased doses. 

After the patient has been under treatment 

riod of three weeks, a dose of the fluid 
: ‘the strength of the original dose 

applied, for atthe beginning, when a 
large quantity of living tuberculous tissue ex- 
ists, a Stnall quantity of the remedy suffices to 
produce a strong reaction, but each succeeding 
i jection causes the disappearance of a certain 
quantity of tissue capable of reaction. 

It naturally follows, therefore, that in- 
creased doses are necessary to obtain the same 
degree of reaction. As soon as patients treated 
with increased doses experience as little re- 
action as non-tuberculous people, it may be 
assumed that all tuberculous tissue open to re- 
action is dead. Whether this conclusion is 
correct, time will show. For the present, 
however, Professor Koch is convinced that 
his conclusion is a sound one. 

In all cases of lupus so far treated, the 
amount of fluid injected has been, in the first 


instance, one hundredth part of a cubic centi- ; 


metre. Time has been allowed for the re- 
action to take its full course. Aftera period 
of from one to two weeks a second injection of 
the same amount has been made. This treat- 
ment has continued until the reaction grew 
weaker and finally ceased. Intwo cases of 
lupus of the face the sores, after three or four 
injections, became seared and presented a 
smooth surface. Each one of these cases had 
suffered for many years and had been treated 
by other methods without beneficial result. 

Consumptives with large cavities in their 
lungs will probably only experience benefit 
from the new remedy in exceptional cases, 
though most cases show temporary improve- 
ment. 

Professor Koch deprecates the mechanical 
and indiscriminate application of the remedy. 
He holds that it would be preferable that the 
treatment should be applied in suitable insti- 
tutions, where careful observation would be 
possible. 

Professor Koch says that sufficient experi- 
ence has not yet been collected regarding tuber- 
culosis of the brain and the larynx and miliary 
tuberculosis tojustify the expression of any 
opinion in regard to the efficacy of the remedy. 

In all cases Professor Koch emphasizes the 
necessity of early treatment, Onlyin incipient 
stages of diseases he declares, can the remedy 
fully develop its efficacy.

One thousand women! 
And a fair sprinkling of men and chil- 


dren. 

That was the size of the great excursion to 
Indian Springs yesterday. 

There were ten coaches and the baggage 
car, and every seat was occupied, while many 
stood in the aisles all the way to Flovilla and 
back. 

Such an excursion never passed through the 
old red hills of Georgia as was this, having for 
its object an examination of the springs, look- 
ing toward the establishment of an inebriate 


asylum. i 

The excursion was free and was for the 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, the visitors in company with them and 
the loval ministers. 

It was free of charge, and Mr. Kight, general 
passenger agent, had charge of the excursion, 
with Mr. Charles D. Barker, of The Southern 
Siar. 

esides these there were Colonel George W. 
Adair and other gentlemen who acted as 
chaperons to the guests, with a large delega- 
tion of Atlanta ladies. 

Promptly at8o’clock the train pulled out 
with the great host of white-ribboners, and 
without accident arrived at Flovilla at 10:30 
o'clock. It looked asif the population of 
Butts county had turned out to receive the 
guests. 

Wagons, buggies and all sorts of vehicles 
had been pressed into service to convey the 
guests to Indian Springs, three miles distant. 

3ut there was such acrowd of the excur- 
sionists that it took several hours to carry 
them all,and many walked the entire dis- 
tance. 

When they reached the spring the crowd 
assembled around the spring, above which a 
great arch of welcome had been placed, and 
from the rugged rocks, where the savage chiefs 
of old have so often stood and harangued 
their warriors, the chorus ot an old-fashioned 
Methodist hymn rang out loud and clear, 
chanted by hundreds of voices.

The Welcome Address. 

After prayer by Dr. Partridge, and in re- 
sponse to a request from the ladies, Colonel 
George W. Adair took his stand on the rock 
and délivered one of those piquant and spicy 
addresses of welcome for which he is famous. 

He spoke of the work that Georgia people 
were doing in educating the negroes, and said

Colonel Adair’s speech was in his happiest 
vein, and captured the great audience by 
storm. At theconclusion of the speech he was 
applauded to the echo.

Nolan and her daughter for the beautiful 
flowers. 

Resolutions were passed thanking the people 
of Flovilla, Indian Springs and Butts county 
generally for the royal entertainment given 
them, and the hospitality extended to them 
generally. 

After this the excusionists dispersed for 
their homes, all of them carrying with them 
the memories of ahappvy day, anda day that 
will linger in the memory of those ladies long 
after they have returned to their distant homes 
in the various parts of the country. 

A Historic Spot. 
@ As is generally known, Indian Springs is one 
of the most historic spots in the country. 

The virtues of its healing waters were 
known long before the white men discovered 
this wonderful natural fountain. It was 
known as the great ‘‘Medicine’”’ springs, and 
the tribes used to go there and remain for 
many days each summer. @ 

It was there that the celebrated treaty was 


made by Governor Troup and the chiefs 


of the’ tribes who inhabited that section. 
The spring, and ten acres of ground sur- 
rounding it, were reserved by the 
state, which has remained in its possession 
since 18:4. The Indians were given two years 
to get ready to emigrate to. the west, and in 
1838 they were taken in bands of 1,000 each 
and taken to the reservation in what is now 
Indian territory. 

This treaty caused the death of General Mc- 
Intosh, the friend of the whites, who was mur- 
dered by the other faction, and afterwards of 
his son in Indian territory. 

The rock on which the chiefs stood in 
the great conference, while addressing their 
followers and the white ‘conimissioners, 
is still shown on the hill above the spring. 

The spring itself is a very small affair, only 
running about a gallon a minute, in a smali 
stream that issues from the solid rock. The 
properties of the water are suchas tobe an 
almost infallible remedy for alcoholic poison. 
In ante bellum days it Was one of the most 
popular summer resorts inthe country, and 
the wealth and fashion of Georgia used to 
assemble there every summer for recreation. 

After the war it was somewhat abandoned, 
but for the last few years it has been gaining 
in popularity to such an extent that it is now 
visited by hundreds of visitors. The Elder 
house has-been unable to accommodate the 
guests during the past summer. 

Mr. George Collier is now erecting a very 
large hotel,- with 110 rooms, which will be 
called ‘*The Wigwam,” and will accommodate 
a large number of visitors. 

Street cars run from Flovilla to the spring, 
and there is alsoa telephone connection be- 
tween these places. 

Notes of the Trip. 


The barbecue was something new to the 
northern visitors, who went into ecstacies 
over it. 

Cotton bolls, open, were in such demand 
that several little boys sold them to the ladies 
at 10 cents apiece. 

Grandpa and Grandma Collier welcomed the 
visitors right royally. Mr. George Collier and 
Miss Collier seconded the efforts of their ven- 
erable parents, and were untiring in their 


efforts to please their guests. 


Many little memorials in the shape of cotton 
bolls, autumn leaves, boughs of rock,pine with 
cones on them, and other similar things, were 
carried away by. the visitors. 

The Independent Order of Good Templars 
were the self-appointed hosts of the occasion, 
and chief among them Dr. and Mrs. Lancaster. 

There were many visitors present from 
Macon, Jackson, McDonough and other 
Georgia towns who participated in the enjoy- 
ment of the day. 

One of the queer features of the day was the 
mannertin which the middle Georgia darkies 
gazed in open-eyed wonderment’ on the pro- 
ceedings. Many of them had never heard’a 
jady orator before. 

Mrs. Jane Stapler, of Indian territory, was 
called for, but she had been obliged to return 
to Tahlequah, because of the illness of her 
grandson. She was only thirteen years old 
when her people were removed from their 
home on the Coosawattee river to the west. 
In her childhood her mother often took her to 
the ‘*Medicine”’ spring, but she can remember 
very little of the country. She is highly edu- 
cated, and is the daughter of a Scotchman 
by an Indian mother. 

The northern and western people were very 
enthusiastic over the beautiful weather, and 
could not realize that it was November. 

A horse ran awayat Flovilla with a light 
buggy yesterday afternoon and ran over a lady, 
but she was only slightly injured. 

Two pickpockets stole a purse from a lady 
at the East Tennessee depot yesterday morn- 
ing, but were arrested before they could get 
away with their plunder. 

The water came in for alarge share of 
praise and the ladies drank great quanties of 
it during their stay. 

The people of Butts county acquitted them-, 
selves most nobly and sdined with one 
accord in ministering to their guests, 
and the visitors were loud in their 
praises of their first taste of true, old-timed 
southern hospitality, as itis in middlg Georgia.

States, and that a copy of this resolution be sent 
to the senator, the president of the senate and the 
aman’ of the house of representatives of the New 
Hampshire legislature. 

Resolved, That we are ee saggy concerned in 
the political evils of Siberia, and we assure the 
society that is securing names toa petition for 
more humane treatment of these suffering 
men and women, that we will gladly give 
our names and so far as practicable 
our help to the work of securing signatures to its 
great petition to the czar protesting agains 
treatment to which these exiles Nave n 
doomed.

Mrs. Hoffman and Mrs. Lathrop at the Cap- 
itol—Prohibition Is American. 

Two very able and interesting temperance 
lectures were delivered last evening at the 
capitol. 

Both the speakers are prominent members 
of the Woman’s Christain Temperance Union, 
Mrs. Clara C. Hoffman, of Missouri, and Mrs. 
Mary O. Lathrop, of Michigan.

Mrs. Hoffman was introduced by jMr. A. A.

‘‘In Holland,” said Mrs. Hoffman, “‘very 
large tracts of land have been reclaimed from 
the sea by the dykes. The children of that 
country are taught from infancy to watch 
these ‘barriers, and to appreciate the awful 
danger of the tiniest leak. There is a prohibi- 
tion moral in all that. Our land must be pro- 
claimed from the ocean of strong drink little 
by littl. That advantages gained 
may not be lost, and our success 
be only temporary, we must teach 
our children to watch the bulwarks, as the 
children of Holland do those dykes ; the young- 
est of them knowing the terrible danger that 
threatens if the barrier is broken. 

“But start a temperance movement! Then 
there is the practical man to object, ‘I would 
be with you,’ he says, ‘if prohibition prohib- 
ited’—forgeiting that every law on the statute 
book is broken, even where death is the 
penaity, and that no law prohibits 
absolutely. There is the moderate man;

QUESTION TO COME UP IN THE 
HOUSE TODAY. 

£ hat the Georgia Lawmakers Are Doing. 

- §Senater Gordon’s Formal Election. 

Important Bilis. 


* 

Will Georgia have a state university for 

? 

That is the question to come up in the house 
of representatives this morning. 

‘And a very important question it is, too. 

The bill introduced by Representative Pope, 
of Oglethorpe, several days ago, providing for 
the establishment of a branch of the State 
university .for the education of the colored 
youth of ‘the state has been read the second 
time in the house and reported favorably by 
the committee on finance. 
* It will come up for a third reading to be put 
on its passage this morning, and by the unani- 
mous consent of the house the consideration 
of this bili was yesterday made the specia! 
order of this morning’s session. 

The bill is a most important one, involving 


asitdoes, not only the many advantages it 


offers to the colored people of the state, but 
the future of the State university at Athens. 
as well. ; 

The chief appropriation for the establish- 
ment of the negro university comes with the 
general appropriation from the United States 
congress, which last August granted $15,000 
as an additional appropriation to the original 
landscript fund that has for solong a time 
aided the sustenance of the State Agricultural 
coliege at Athens. 

One of the provisions of the bill passed by 
congress is that the money shall be equally di- 
vided for the education of the whites and 
blacks, and for this reason it is essential for the 
state to prepare for the division of the fund. 

The bill to establish the colored university 
will be acted on today in the house, and there 
seems to be no opposition felt among the mem- 
bers of that body to the measure. 

It will unquestionably pass with a sweeping 
vote. 

THAT BARROOM BILL. 

Yesterday brought the first tilt of the session 
in the house. 

It was all over the bill, by Mr. Maxwell, of 
Talbot, to regulate the sale of spirituous liquors 
in this state which came up for passage. 

The purposes of the bill are embodied in the 
following section : 

* Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That from and after the 


passage of this act it shail be unlawful for any 
person, firm, or corporation in this state to seil 


-Bpirituous, vincus or malt liquorsin any county, 


city, town or village thereof, without first obtain- 
ing a license from the authorities now authorized 
by law to grant license for the sale of such liquors 
by retail, and the laws now in force in this state, 
with reference to the granting of license to retail 
dealers in spirituous, vinous and malt liquors. in 
the several counties, cities and municipalities, 
and the penalties attached for the violation of the 
fame, are bereby made applicable to dealers Who 
sellin any quantity whatever. 

Mr. Maxwell, the author of the bill, set 
forth the reasons for its passage ina brief but 
telling speech. 

The vote was about to be taken, when Mr. 
Gilbert, of Muscogee, asked if the intention 
of the bill wasin any way relevant to present 
laws under the local option bill. 

Here was the rub. 

Mr. Maxwell, Mr. Hartridge and Mr. Lewis, 
of Hancock, urged the passage of the bill, 
claiming that no clausein it bore upon the 
present local laws throughout tiie state, but 
rather tended to their enforcement.

BOIFEUILLET’S SCHOOL BILL. 

Yesterday Representative Boifeuillet, of 
Bibb, introduced a very impor- 
tant educational bill, in behalf of 
the Georgia Teachers’ Association, 
through the chaiman of its special committee, 
Mr. Jodie Roberts, the able and very popular 
schoo] commissioner of Burke county, who is 
also well known as one of the most successful 
teachers in the state of Georgia. This bill is 
of great interest toevery teacher in Georgia, 
and they earnestly hope for its passage by tlie 
legislature. 

r. Boifeuillet says ‘‘the bill seeks to re- 
move the obstacle to the advancement of com- 
mon schools and give substantial relief to the 
teachers. The bill provides for prompt and 
just payment of teachers and all school con- 
tracts. Up to this late date not one dollar has 
been paid toa public school teacher of Geor- 
gia for this year’s work, which isa just cause 
for righteous indignation. 

The wrong of the present plan of payment 
is the more apparent when it is known that a 
large share of the state school fund properis in 
the state treasury from six to twelve months 
before itis disbursed to its rightful owners. 
That this may appear these figures are given 
by the comptroller general’s ofiice:

The bill introduced yesterday provides for 
the quarterly payment of teachers on J anuary 
20th, April 20th, July 20th and November 30th.

This bill is in- 
tended to protect them from spurious goods 
and unscrupulous dealers, and at the same 
time it gives them an opportunity to make 
their case so plain that if they have been im- 
posed upon by manufacturers, agents or dealers 
they can get a settlement or adjustment without 
going into the courts. Thisis one advantage 
it has over the Brady biil. Another is it

THE MARIETTA AFFAIR 


GROGGINS CAN, IT IS CLAIMED, 
PROVE AN ALIBI. 


Complaints of a Lawless Gang in Cobb 
County—The Troubles the United 
States Have With Them. 


MARIETTA, Ga., November 19.—[Special.}]— 
The murder of Wright on Tuesday evening, 
the 11th instant, stil] continues to be a subject 
of paramount interest. Caleb Goggins was ar- 
rested, at the instigation, it is claimed, of the 
gang which has been operating extensively 
in the blind tiger business there, and charged 
with the crime. 

Although many of the respectable citizens 
think that Goggins is the guilty man, yet 
those believed to bein position to know, assert 
that at his trial next week he will have no diffi- 
culty in proving an alibi, as at the time of the 
murder he was at home with his family, at 
least a mile and a half from the spot. 

Both Gogginsand Wright had been wit- 
nesses agaiust the gang, and by causing his 
arrest they have served two ends. One, to 


shield the real perpetrator of the deed, and’ 


the other to get out of the way, temporarily at 
least, a man who is thoroughly posted on all 
their foul methods. 

This fact is borne out by the incautious 
statement of one of the gang, whosaid: ‘‘We 
have got Wright out of the way for. good, and 
put Goggins where he can’t do any harm.”’ 

It was murder most foul,.and if the right 
man is found he will without doubt be given 
thé full extent of the law. ’ 

‘This entire region has been and is being ter- 
rorized bya setof lawless scoundrels, both 
white and colored, and without adoubt this 
murder can,if our citizens will but bestir 
themselves, be traced directly to these men.

An Interesting Occasion. 

Yesterday the mayor of Milledgeville, at 
the head of a committee of fifteen distin- 
guished citizens of that flourishing city, 
visited Atlanta. The object of their coming 
was to thank the legislature for accepting 
an invitation to be present on the 27th in- 
stant, at the laying of the corner stone of 
the Girls’ Industrial School at Milledgeville, 
and to urge a full attendance of the mem- 
bers, 

Asthe 27th will be Thanksgivings Day, 
the legislature will lose no time, and it is 
eminently proper that they should take 
part in the interesting ceremonies of such 
an occasion. The Girls’ ndustrial School 
is an institution that all Georgians are 
proud of. It will dofor our girls what the 
technological school has done for our boys, 
and will greatly advance the cause of prac-— 
tical education. 

The lively interest felt in the school by 
the public-spirited citizens of Milledgeville, 
and the substantial encouragement it has 
received from them will not be forgotten. 

The spirit of progress has stirred with its 
quickening touch Georgia’s old capital, .and 
the city undoubtedly has a bright future 
before it. 


The Lastaee Save Again. 

A Washington dispatch printed in our 
news columns yesterday presents another 
instance of the injury that can be done by 
irresponsible postoffice officials in their in- 
terpretation of the. lottery law. 

The Augusta Chronicle, in printing an 
account of the races, also reported fhe pool- 
selling, and told where pools could be bought 
the next day. Theable postmaster of Au- 
gusta, perceiving where he could bring down 
his hatchet, proceeded to confiscate, the 
mail editions of The Chronicle. Under his 
interpretation of the law The Chronicle was 
amenable. An appeal was made to the 
postmaster general, who promptly tele- 
graphed to the postmaster that the publica- 
tion of the result of horse races or pvool- 
selling does not render the paper con- 
taining it unmailable under the provisions 
of the lottery act. 

The postmaster general was prompt in his 
decision, but promptness on his part cannot 
undo the wrong which has been inflicted on 
The Augusta Chronicle and its subscribers. 
The paper was held inthe postoftice and de- 
layed at least twelve hours, and this is in 
the nature of aserious injury to the pub- 
lishers, for which they have no remedy. 

Now, who is to blame for this sort of | 
thing? Not the postmaster, for however 
vicious he may be in his partisanship, the 
law is more vicious still.. It is a law that 
covers a good dea! of ground, and it can be 
used—in fact, it has already been used—to 
inflict irreparable injury on a number of 
publications. ‘The only limit to its opera- 
tion isthe indifference of. postmasters and 
the questionable discretion of the postmaster 
general. 

To begin with, the law is not in tune 
with our institutions. It. is viciously un- 
American in the methods by which it pro- 
poses to suppress the lottery busjness. It 
gives tothe government officials unreason- 
able and dangerous powers, and sets them 
tospy onthe mails. Itis not a republican 
law. It was championed by democrats who 
never stop to consider principles when an 
evil is to be abated, and who are blind to 
results. It was advocated by editors who 
never paused to consider its effects. 

Placed by the side of the decision of the 
supreme court on the original package ques- 
tion, which was endorsed by two democratic 
jndges, it marks a Mng step forward inthe 
direction of centralization. 


Make a Note of It. 

Speaking of Senator Ingalls, The New 
York Independent says: 

A man who could say in cold blood, and never 
be ashamed of it, and never palliate or explain it 
away, that politics has nothing to do with the ten 
commandments, and who could declare that 
moral religious considerations must be as much 
expunged from political contest as from war, is a 
man for whom a moral community has no use. 

Agnostics and infidels do not cut much of 
a figure in American politics. Ingersoll 
would have held high positions if his open 
warfare against Christianity had not arrayed 
the good people of the country solidly against 
him. Ingalls has enjoyed better luck be- 
cause he hedged, and trimmed and posed as

The Free Coinage of Sifver. 

There isabundant evidence going to show 
that the discussion of the silver question is 
about to be renewed with increased vigor. 

It is inevitable that this should be so, for 
it must appear to the most indifferent ob- 
server that the new silver law passed by the 
republicans is one of those indefinite com- 
promises that compel practical action. The 
new silver law is a failure, except in one im- 
portant direction. It goes far enough to 
upset all the republican and gold-bug the- 
ories of silver inflation, and yet it fails 
utterly to meet the expectations of the 
people. ! 

In this way, the new law has accomplished 
great good, just as the compulsory coinage 
act did, and it will not be very long before 
the mints will be open to the free coinage of 
silver. Ever since the adoption of the Bland 
act which compelled the coinage of $2,000,- 
000 of silvera month, the arguments and 
predictions of the monometallists have been 
losing their force. Events have shown that 
the monometallist writers and editors know 
no more about the results of silver legisla- 
tion than the most ignorant person in the 
land. And yet, it is plain that even the 
monometallists are preparing to surrender 
gracefully to the force of common sense 
backed by the power of the people. 

The Boston Herald, which is stoutly in 
favor of the single gold standard, is disposed 
to treat the silver question ina much more 


reasonable way than it has seen fit to do 


heretofore. In predicting the probable adop- 

tion of a free coinage law, which indeed 

seems to be inevitable, The Herald, while 

deploring this ‘‘departire from a sound 

financial policy,’’ remarks that ‘‘the imme-_ 
diate detrimental effect of such an act can 

easily be exaggerated.”’ : 

Our esteemed contemporary is at some 
pains to dispose of the stock of arguments 
against free coinage which have been the 
mainstay of the monometallists, For in- 
stance, we find the following in an editoria) 
in which the silver question is discussed at 
some length: 

It the United States government, with the con- 
sent of its people, is willing to guarantee by- its 
free coinage of silver that sixteen ounces of this 
metal shall be equivalent in value to one ounce of 
gold, such a guarantee by the wealthiest country 
in the world will for some time to come be equiva- 
lent to the endorsement of a note by a person of 
large means and recognized solvency. Such an 
act would have the effect of putting up the price 
of silver throughout the world to the basis estab- 
lished by the United States. Ifa government en- 
dorsement can give a gold value to hundreds of 
millions of collars of paper money, it could cer- 
tainly give the same value to a very large quantity 
of sil.er coin which had in itself a considerable 
degree of intrinsic worth. 

While there are probabiy in the German imperial 
treasury, and perhaps elsewhere, certain quanti- 
ties of silver that might, under such conditions, 
be shipped to the United States to be sold and 
coined, the value of the silver coin at home, which 
would, under such circumstances, be fully up to 
the American value, minus the. cost of transporta- 
tion, would probably prevent these shipments 
from being made in any wholesale fashion. Mr. 
Edward Atkinson, in his report to the secretary of 
state in 1887 on bi-metallism in Europe, pointed 
out that the use of silver as exchangeable money 
was very much more than that of gold—that is, 
silver is the money of the people in ordinary ex- 
change, and is, perhaps, on that account less liable 
than gold to be collected and sent out of the coun- 
try. 

The main arguments of the gold-bugs 
have been that the free coinage of silver 
would have no effect on the value of bullion 
in Europe, and that the demonetized silver 
from those countries would be dumped into 
the United States. The Herald admits that 
free coinage here would put up the price of 
silver all over the world to the basis estab- 
lished by the United States, and this gives 
away the whole case of the monometallists, 
for if the price goe¢ up in Europe, the people 
then will discover that they have need for 
all the silver they have and all they can 
get. 

The danger that The Herald fears comes 
from another quarter. It suggests that the 
increased value of silver will so greatly in- 
crease its production as to: make the main- 
tenance of free coinage a burden to the 
people-of this country. Our belief! is that 
The Herald’s fear is a delusion, and our be- 
lief is quite as important as that of our con- 
temporary. According to its own showing, 
free coinage here would raise the price of 
silver all over the world to the basis estab- 
lished by the United States. This would 
not only prevent the celebrated “dump” 
which the monometallists have been‘depend- 
ing on, but would immensely increase the 
demand for silver in the arts, to say nothing 
of its. increased use as money. :

A Farmer Talks. 

OXForD, N, C., November 19.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: 
makes the statement that while a large majority 
of the farms of Kansas are under mortgages, in 
his county—Bartow, Georgia—there are but few 
farms _— are not clear of debt. He furthér 
states that it is supposed to bethe unequal laws 


of this country that make this great difference in 


Georgia and Kansas. But if so, “what laws?” he 
asks. Now, it seems to me that Bill Arp, thongh 
generally a very knowing man, has not made him- 
self acquainted with the difference in life in 
Georgia and Kansas. If he had he would not 
have asked the above question. 

The people of Kansas are almost wholly de- 
pendent upon one or two crops—corn and meat— 
for a)] they enjoy, the prices of which are con- 
trolled, not by the laws of supply and demand, but 
by railroad combinations and unscrupulous spec- 
ulators. While, at the same time, the laws of pro- 
tection so operate as to make the western farnurs 
nay a large per cent ot their hard earnings into 
the co. ers of the rich manufacturera of the east. 
In Kansas they burn corn for fuel because it is 
cheaper than to pay the enormous charges on 
coal, the railroads being rin, not in the 
interests of the people of Kansas, but in the 
interests of protection and monopoly. In Bartow 
county, Ga., they cultivate a great varity of 
crops, the prices of which are not manipulated 
by speculators,and besides enjoy the benefit of 
many protected industries. Kansas has no pro- 
tection, neither have many parts of Georgia, where 
the people are but little better off than in Kansas. 
If Kansas had protection she, too, like Bartow 
county, could boastof her freedom from debt. 
If Kansas had protection she, too, like the east, 
could let her once highly cultivated fields grow 
up into a wilderness and depend upon her pro- 
tected manufactories for all her wants.

deceased stepped back and said that he was not, 
Mr. Jones immediately drew his pistol and shot 
him down, and as he fell shot him again in the side, 
and while on the ground in the agonies of death, 
and from three-quarters to a minute after the 
last shot, Jones, while the deceased was lying on 
his stomach, shot hirfiin the back. These facts, 
in the opinion of the coroner’s jury, who 
were white men and Mr. Jones’ 
personal friends, made out an _ atrocious 
murder, and they so found without the slightest 
interference on the part of the friends or family 
of the deceased.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange.: 
NEW YORK, November 1%. — |Special.) — 

Last night there were cabled to London alarming 
‘rumors which had been current here during the 

day about certain large and influential houses on 
the street being in financial trouble and predict- 
ing further failures and a gloomy outlook alto- 
ether. There were refiected back here tius 
inorning in the shape of rumors that large houses 
in London were on the verge of bankruptcy and 
as the effects of last night’s cables were seen in 
the London merket in panicky feelings and sharp 
losses in American stocks, and this market was 
opened from 1 to 5!) per cent lower than last 
night's prices. That circulators of rumors stood 
ready to take advantage of the situation created 
by false reports, however. was proven by the ex- 
cellent demand for stocks all along the line at 
concessions, and the lowest prices offthe day were 

reached during the first five minutes, while only a 
few stocks went below the openmeg figures. To 
many the reasons for the drive at the market yes- 
terday through Pacific Mai), Missouri Pacific and 
Union Pacitic were made plain when it was an- 
nounced that the Pacific Mail people had sur- 
rendered to Jay Gould, andthat his sou, George 
woud become president of the company. Stories 
circulated on the street in regard to firms doing 
business here are, many of them, scandalous in 
extreme and some of them may imitate the ex- 
ample of S. V. White if they can coilect evidence 
enough against disseminators of the rumor 
thatthe market bad no more than opened here 
when private advices from London came denying 
the stories sent early and posting of a notice by 
the Bank of England that it would not call loans 
created a materially better feeling there, which 
was soon reflected here in purchases by foreign 
houses and cessation of sales by arbitrage houses. 
The monetar9 situation here showea a marked 
improvement as the day wore along, and buying 
assumed larger proportions immediately, while 
purchases of securities by investors show no 
diminution. The oversold condition of the mar- 
ket was reyealed by high loining rates for stocks, 
several commanding a premium, Burlington 1 per 
cent and Jersey Central, New York Central and 
Lake Shore 1 1-16,and Reading and Louisville and 
Nashville 1-64. The rush of shoris to cover in- 
creased in the afternoon, and while dealings were 
not of large volume an advance in prices was 
most pronounced and before delivery hour there 
were a few stocks which had not recovered al! ot 
the losses, both at the opening and early trading. 
Reaction in Jersey Central was most marked after 
dropping to 90- It rose to 100, though it shaded 
off to 9% at the close. Burlington and Quincy and 
Northern Pacific preferred each showed about 5 
per cent difference between the lowest of the fore- 
noon and best figures, and all leading stocks ad- 
vanced in proportion. The upward movent ceased 
only with the ciose of business and final prices 
were as arule best of the day, the closc being 
active and strong. Final chances are quite 
trregular, but advances are largely in majority 
and the losses shown are very unimportant, while 
among the advances Burlington and Quincy is up 
3°,, Jersey Central 3%, Pacifie Mail 344, Chicago 
Gas 154, Wheeling and Lake Erie 154, Union 
Vacific 1, Lackawanna 14, Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred 114, New York Central and North American 
each 1 per cent, and others generally large frac- 
tions.

NEW YORK, November 19—[Special)—Early ca- 
bles from London this morning reported extreme 
demoralization on the stock exchange there, and 
the general expectations that the bank act would 
be suspended tomorrow. ‘The effect of such sus- 
pension would be to enable the Kank of England 
to issue bank notes without regard to its specie 
reserve, and would be practical though temporary 
inflation. Under the pressure of this situation 
the Liverpool market had declined before noon 
today some 6 points on the near positions and 4 on 
the distant, and the New York opening was about 
12 points under last night. These prices proved to 
be the lowest touched, and the covering of shorts, 
both here and in Liverpool, combined with late ad- 
vices from London rather more reassuring in char- 
acter, resulted ina sharp recovery, this market 
closing at last night’s prices, while the net decline 
in Liverpool is 4on the near and 3onthe distant 
positions. A large short interest has been coy- 
ered both here and in Liverpool, and to that extent 
the market is weakened. The pressure of actual 
cotton still continues at the south, and the accu 
mulation of stock is becoming an important fea- 
ture. The three towns of Memphis, Augusta and 
St. Louis have added 20,000 bales to their stock 
during the week thus far, and as soon as exchange 
becomes more salable this accumulation will no 
doubt be directed toward Liverpool. Under the 
circumstances, and without some very unexpected 
relief to the financial situation abroad, it would 
secm as if the pressure of actual cotton must ef- 
fect its natural result—namely, lower prices.

fhe New Third Viee President ‘J the 


Louisville and Nashville—Items of 
Interest to Railroad Men 


Judge W. J. Wood, of Evansville, Ind., isin 
the city fora few days. The judge was, on 
Monday last, elected third vios president of 
the Louisville and Nashvillerailroad, in place 
of Colonel FE. B Stahiman, who has 
resigned to look after his important business 
interests. 

Judge Wood is a native of Alabama. He is 
a gentleman of high character and fine legal 
attainments, and has been @ member of the 
Aljabama senate, and also a judge of one 
of the courts of that state. 

‘fe will euter upon the duties of his new 
position on December | ist. His Treputa- 
sii, mickes it safe to predict that he will be a 
worthy successor of Colone! Stahi naan. 

“You bave a very fine city here,” said the 
judge toa CONSTITUTION reporter esterday 
afiernoou, “and the climate here is delightful. 
‘own. Evansville, is not quite as large 
ia. bat the same scene of bustle pre- 
Lore ashere. At the census of 18380 we 

. population of about 29,000, while 
atcensus places it at 50,000, an in- 
‘» ten vears of 21,000. Although we 
behind in the rapid race set by our 
onthern rivals our growth is nevertheless 
steady and substantial. 

“The new acquisitions are mostly Germans, 
and I must say that as citizens they 
are par excclience, steady, frugal. and hard- 
working.

“Evansville has become celebrated among 


she traveling Thespians as possessing one of 
‘ye finest theaters in the United States. The 
sublie-spirited citizens of the city, realizing 
the creat need of a public hall there, by private 
subscription defrayed the entire cost of @ mag- 
nificent struciuge, @ part of which is given up 
to the opera house, another part to the hall of 
he Chamber of Commerce, and the remainder 
if the space to stores. The total cost was 
$250,000. 

“(reat quantities of furniture are manufac- 
ured in Evansville. Another big industry 
s the making of beer. Several new 
breweries are about to be erected there. I 
understand that an English syndicate has 
een nosing around with tempting offers for 
he well-established plants, but al] negotia- 
ions, for the present at least, have fallen 
hrough. There are also large cotton and iron 
nills there. 

“There seems to be an inexhaustibly supply 

of coal immediately under the city. There 
ire at least five mines right in the town and 
\ll are steadily worked. Coal is sold for man- 
ifacturing purposes for 75 cents per ton, which 
ncludes the cost of delivery.” 
; Mr. Wood is one of the most prominent 
men in Evansville, and has vast 
business interests there. He was 
president of the Chamber of Commerce at the 
last term. He is now president, manager and 
part owner of the Evansville and Newbury 
railroad, ashort line, but one that seldom fails 
to yield its quarterly dividend. 

He is also president of the Evansville Ice 
ind Cold Storage Company, which owns and 
perates a plant witha producing capacity of 
00 tons.of artificial ice per day. The net 
rofits of the concern last year were $350,000, 
nd it promises to more than equal that 
mount in 1890. 

Judge Wood brings a ripe experi- 
ynce to bear upon his new position, having 
veon for years. district attorney of 
‘he Louisville and Nashville road, his territory 
mmbrading the states of Indiana and Illinois. 

He has not as yet fixed his headquarters, but 
is of the opinion that Nashville is the most 
central point. 

Colonel Stahlman has given the best part of 
his life to railroad work, and now retires with 
the consciousness Of duty well performed. He 
will give a few months to the recuperation of 
his physical resources, and will thereafter de- 
voie his entire time and energy to his own 
private interests, which are extensive and 
com plicated. 

The general opinion among railroad men is 
that the services of a man of acute discern- 
ment, great enterprise, and powerful mind, all 
of which qualities are possessed in the greatest 
degree by Colonel Stahlman, can illy be 
spared. 

Colonel Stahlman received a telegram yes- 
terday concerning the truth of a rumor that he 
had been elected first vice president of the 
Queen and Crescent railroad, and replied that 
the whole matter was news to him, and that 
he had nothing to say about it. 


Work is being pushed and great progress is 
being made upon the new railroad, to be called 
the Alabama Mineral, between Syla- 
cauga and Calera. The greatest 
dificulty has been encountered between 
Calera and Shelby. It is expected 
‘hat that portion between Shelby and Syla- 
cauza will be ready for use before the close of 
this month. This road passes through several 
of the richest coal districtsin Alabama, and its 
course extends in almost a straight line in the 
direction of Atlanta. At Calera it will connect 
with roads leading directly to Montgomery 
and Selma,and the distance from Atlanta to 
Sena would not be much. greater by this 
route than over the proposed direct road from 
Atlanta to Selma. There isa strong prob- 
ability that the road will. in the near future, 
be extended further to the westward from 
Cera, and in that event would furnish At- 
lata and central Georgia with important 
colnmunication with central Mississippi.

Captain J. S. Foster, chief engineer, with a 
full corps of assistants, has just reached 
Grenada, Miss., compieting the survey of the 
Nashville and Mississippi Delta railroad from 
Okolona to Grenada, a distance of sixty-five 
and nine-tenths miles. Captain Foster is much 
impressed with the magnificent territory 
through which this line runs, and from the 
topography of the country, thinks it can be 
built very cheap. The people all along the 
line, with very few exceptions, are anxious for 
the road to come and are enthusiastic over its 
prospects. 


The wooden ties now in use upon the tracks 
of the United States number 515,832,918. The 
average life of a wooden tie in this country is 
six andahalf years. Every year, therefore, 
calls for 50,000,000 new ties. The interest in 
this subject is well shown by the fact that 491 

atents nave been issned in this country to 
inventors of substitutes for wooden ties. Ono 
ingenious individual has pritected an idea for 
glass ties. An Englishman has taken out 
letters in his own country, the United States, 
France, Belgium and Spain for a tubular tfe 
made of concrete or some other composition to 
be cast around a core of wire netting. 

One proposition is to manufacture rails, ties 
and other articles of trackage from a compo- 
sition of paper pulp,silicate of soda and barytes. 
The proportions are 500 parts pulp, twenty- 
five parts soda and ten parts barytes. Two 
inventors, working jointly, have evolved tho 
suggestion of terra cotta or earthenware pyra- 
mids to support the rails. The pyramids 
are to be connected by iron metal ties. 
An earlier device is a concrete tie with 
wooden blocks inserted for the rails to 
be spiked upon. 

The idea of a metal skeleton or frame-work 
tie, covered with concrete or artificial stone, 
comes from France to be patented. Concrete 
blocks, with cork plates for the rails to rest 
upon, are suggested. Concrete chairs and 
blocks and composition of fiber coaked with 
asphaltum and shaped by pressure were among 
the earlier designs. Butof the 491 patented 
substitutes for wood all but eleven are metal. 


The constant rains of the past week hay 
created such a rise in the waters and causec 
such big washouts in the vicinity of Paducah, 
Ky., that all trains have been delayed. The 
Newport News and Misssissippi Valley has 
been off schedule for several days. Owing 
to several washouts there have been no trains 
running overthe Paducah, Tennessee and 
Alabama for two days. 

* It is not generally known that in sixteen 
months more the interest on the Texas and 
Pacific second mortgage incomes becomes a 
fixed charge, and in default of the payment of 
the interest the road may pass to the control of 
the holders of those bonds. Followiug is the 
text of one of the provisions of the mortgage: 
“On and after March 1, 1892, the trustees of 
the mortgage securing this bond, in case of 
non-payment of full interest at 5 per cent per 
annum, shall, on request of the holders of not 
less than one-third of the bonds outstanding, 
enter into possession of the mortgaged prop- 
erty, and manage the same under the direction 
of a committee appointed by a majority of the 
bondholders until paymentoef interest in full.” 

The Macon and Birmingham railroad will be 
running trains from Macon to Woodbury in a 
few weeks.

The annual report of the Petersburg railroad 
shows that the gross receipts for the past year 
have been $505,359.04; disburseménts, $443, 
839.74. The bonded debt was increased $50,000. 
Warren G. Elliott has been elected president, 
in place of Colonel J. B. Palmer, resigned ; 
Mr. H. Walters, vice president. Directors, 
Messrs. W.T. Walters, H. Walters, B. F. 
Newcomer, Fred R. Scott and D. W. Lassiter. 

The annual report of the Richmond and 
Potersbye road, which is controlled by the 
same nagement as the Petersburg road, 
shows: Gross receipts from transportation, 
$325,304.98; operating expenses, $224,481.04; 
net receipt& $100,822; recéipts from invest- 
ments, $17,166.68; total net revenue, $117,- 
989.12. During tho past year a mortgage of 
$1,000,000 has been executed upon the prop- 
erty of the road. This provides for the pay- 
ment of the outstanding mortgage of 1875, 
amounting to $400,000... The old officers of the 
rond have been re-elected. Mr. Elliott was 
made a director instead of Colonel Palmer. 


The Chesapeake and Ohio continues to show 
large earnings, the first week in the month 
reaching $141,420, increase over the corres- 
ponding week last year of $12,763.
